The petition is DENIED . 

This application became abandoned due to failure to pay the issue fee in response to the Notice 
of Allowance and Issue Fee Due mailed November 18, 2003. A Notice of Abandonment was 
mailed on April 1,2004. 

Petitioner has alleged non-receipt of the Notice of Allowance and Issue Fee Due. In the petition, 
the petitioner has provided a statement that the Notice was not received by the petitioner and a 
copy of the docket record where the non-received Office action would have been entered had it 
been received and docketed.

The requirements of a successful 
petition to withdraw the holding of abandonment requires the statement from the Practitioner 
attesting to a personal search of the file jacket and docket records and indicating that the office 
communication was not received. 

It is also noted that Petitioner requested that the docket record be held separate and apart from 
the application file due to potential confidential nature of certain of the entries.
